SALM 133:1: “Behold, how good and 
how pleasant it is for brethren to 
dwell together in unity!” 

It is like the fragrance from many love- 
ly roses. Unity that really binds men to- 
gether is not artificial restraints but true 
cords that make brethren one heart. True 
concord is a holy thing, a sacred oil, a 
rich perfume, which when poured upon 
the head flows down to the beard and on 
to the skirts of the garment. It is like the 
sweet morning dew falling on both the 
lofty mountain peaks and fertile valleys 
low. 

Great care should be exercised in main- 
taining unity. The Jews made pilgrimages 
to Jerusalem three times annually to wor- 
ship in unity as commanded of God. Just 
imagine the shouts of praises as they 
gathered singing the songs of Zion which 
thrilled all the classes. 


The hidden works of unity are shown 
in being bound together in life by in- 
numerable ways. By the ties of relation- 
ship, of friendship, of class, of occupa- 
tion, of common tastes, of personal lik- 
ings, of religious feelings and natural af- 
fections. But the greatest tie is found in 
men uniting to become better and to live 
above the world. Yes, when the wills of 
men meet in the divine will of God and 
when no other rule is followed except His 
will, this is the highest possible union. 

All unities are composed of various ele- 
ments which differ according to circum- 
stances and education or training, yet we 


are to remember always that we are only 
one in the great number of all of man- 
kind, one in the family, one in the school 
or college or Church or nation. Just one, 
but we can fit into our place, just as the

children naturally take their place in the 
home. 

However, nothing is so wonderful as 
the glorious union in the sublime, spirit- 
ual, eternal life of Christ and to enjoy the 
fellowship of the Church. We can meet 


on this level regardless of birth, social 
standing or the changing fashions of the 
nations of earth, for we are one, having 
been born again, quickened from the 
death of trespasses and sins, being cre- 
ated anew, bought not with corruptible 
things as silver and gold but with the pre- 
cious blood of Jesus. Therefore, we 
breathe one common atmosphere, the 
zephyr breezes of heaven filled with 
smiles of Christ’s acceptance and knowl- 
edge of His will, feed on one common 
food, the spiritual manna of heaven, 
Christ’s provisions of grace enabling us 
to grow more like Him daily.

THE GOSPEL TO THE CROW IN- 
DIANS IN MONTANA 
A Foreign Field at Home

While our work in the state of Wyom- 
ing has been halted for the time being on 
account of excess snow and traveling dif- 
ficulties, we began a revival with the 
Crow Indians in the state of Montana 
bordering the Wyoming state line. Not 
being able to secure a public building we 
are holding the meetings in the homes. 
God blessed from the very first service. 
We have wonderful attendance. The gos- 
pel is being accepted with the greatest re- 
spect and love for God and His cause. 

These precious Indians also are putting 
forth great efforts to support the king- 
dom of heaven among their own people as 





well as in a general sense. As we prepared 
to leave, they informed us that they had 
raised in the neighborhood of $75.00 for 
a building fund, also that one party do- 
nated about 1,000 feet of lumber. As 
soon as conditions permit, a building will 
be under construction for worship. All 
who read this, your prayers will be appre- 
ciated. We want to spread the gospel 
among the American Indians, for the 
Gospel to the American Indians has cer- 
tainly been neglected. Among the 350,000 
Indians in America less than one-third are 
connected with any Christian church. 
Out of this one-third very few have been 
taught that they can have a personal ex- 
perience with the Lord. 49,000 are still 
beyond the reach of any missionary work. 
Only 79,000 are citizens. 214,000 cannot 
speak English. Say, American Christians 
who are enjoying Christian liberty on In- 
dian soil, what are we going to do with 
this great unevangelized mission field 
within our own borders? Paul said, “I am 
indebted to all,” the bond, the free, the 
wise and unwise, even to the barbarians. 
God has long ago called out, “Where is 
your Indian brother?” and it seems with 
one accord they answered, “Are we his 
keeper?” But listen, brother, this negli- 
gence must be answered. for sometime. 


I have never found a hungrier people 
for the gospel in all my travels than these 
American Indians. They walk for miles to 
get to services to hear and see God bless. 
When we had our last service with them 
they handed us their testimonies in writ- 
ing, with a small offering included. These 
testimonies were so impressive to us that 
we thought they would be a blessing to 
all the readers of the Evangel family. So 
we enclose them with our revival report 
to be published along with it. 


The first testimony we are going to 
give as handed to us, was written by the 
tribal judge who has composed a number 
of Indian songs with scriptural meanings 
and heavenly praises. Some of them are 
just plain scriptures. These songs are sung 
in the Indian style and fashion as well as 
in the Indian language. Many of them are 
sung so impressively until the entire room 
seems to be filled with the Spirit of God. 
This brother’s testimony reads as follows: 
“There are many things I can praise the 
Lord for. But, one special thing I want to 
praise the Lord Jesus for is your preaching 
to the Indians.”—Howel Hoops, Tribal 
Judge, Crow Agency, Montana.

The spirit of Antichrist marches on! 
Poor, little Finland at last surrendered to 
over-powering minions. Outnumbered 
fifty to one, deserted by her fair-weather 
friends, she had no other alternative. Even 
her closest neighbors, Norway and Swed- 
en, offered her lip service but went no 
farther. Those countries will probably 
next feel the iron heel of Stalin’s crushing 
weight. They too, will be forced to cede 
Russia what she wants. One after another 
the smaller nations are giving way to the 
ruthless, blood-thirsty lust of the dicta- 
tor nations. A country ruled by a dicta- 
tor cannot sit down and watch orderly 
progress as can a democracy. For a dicta- 
tor to hold his power he must, obviously, 
add new ones. The control of government, 
then industry, then finance, then educa- 
tion, then religion! It is well to remember 
that Britain and France had pledged their 
solemn word to come to the aid of 
Czechoslovakia. They ignominiously 
failed to keep that covenant. They made 
the same solemn promises to Poland and 
again they failed. They also promised Fin- 
land and once again they failed to ob- 
serve their solemn pledge. The world won- 
ders WHY? The answer may be found in 
Rev. 17:17: “For God hath put it into 
their hearts to fulfill his will.” The stage 
is being prepared for the great drama that 
will be the personal reign of Antichrist. 
It must and will come! Democracy is no 
longer a reality but a memory. Regula- 
tions, curtailment, bureaucracy, govern- 
ment meddling and federal powers have 
made an end of that regime. Traditions 
and precedents mean nothing to power- 
mad men and women whose acts and 
deeds are motivated by the spirit of Anti- 
christ. His spirit marches on! “Ye are not 
of the night, brethren.” 


The parable of the ten virgins in Mat- 
thew 25 is a splendid portrait of the 
Christian world today. The tragedy of the 
five foolish virgins is that they “took no 
oil.” They had ample time. They knew 
where to locate the supply but for some 
reason, probably neglect, “they took no 
oil.” They were, therefore, ineligible to 
enter in when the bridegroom came. The 
parable relates that they ““ALL slumbered 
and slept.” Even the wise virgins were 
sleeping. This fact remains, however, that

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PEARED THOSE WHO HAD OIL 
WENT IN TO THE MARRIAGE. 
What is more natural than when the day’s 
work is done and the chores have been 
attended to than sleep settling upon us? 
It may be so in the spiritual life. The 
day’s work for the Church is almost 
done. The chores are being attended to 
and a resultant spirit of drowsiness comes 
upon us. It has been said that God’s peo- 
ple don’t have the zeal of former days. 
Possibly so, but the night is coming. 
Therefore, they are tired and _ sleepy. 
However, those who have oil in their 
lamps and vessels will hear the shout of 
the Bridegroom and they WILL ENTER 
IN. The important thing is to HAVE A 
GOOD SUPPLY OF OIL. Thg very fact, 
if it is a fact, that the Church is sleepy, 
denotes that the day is far spent and the 
midnight hour is approaching. GET OIL! 
GET OIL! GET OIL! When the Bride- 
groom appears it will be too late. 


The Charlotte Observer has a very 
timely editorial entitled “The Hand of 
God in History.” It is good to know that 
some business men are seeing the hand of 
God in the mad world we are living in 
today. I quote: “Such cataclysmic events 
as are now of such common occurrences 
in our world make men turn inquiring 
minds as to what sort of universe this is, 
who sits at the controls, which direction 
is the human family going, what’s the 
meaning of these tremendous epochs in 
current history, and particular questions 
concerning the hand of God in human af- 
fairs.” The editor then traces the history 
of America for several centuries and 
points out the hand of God in many in- 
stances.
